In grandeur of conception and in its magnificent 
international scope the City of World Peace will surpass 
ill other cities. 

First suggestions include the building of adminis- 
trative offices on a scale and in surroundings worthy 
of the World Security Plan. Each nation co-operating 
will build its own section in its own architectural tra- 
dition, and govern it under its own laws. 

This, it is claimed, would be the greatest inspira- 
tion to international understanding and culture, and 
would supplement the work of individual delegates 
more effectively than any orthodox diplomacy.

HIROHITO “RUMOUR” 

The N.B.C. broadcast from New 
York a “rumour” that Emperor 
Hirohito had himself committed 
hara-kiri, but there was no con- 
firmation of this story and, in 
fact, Tokyo announced that Hiro- 
hito had issued a rescript asking 
all his army and navy forces to 
demobilise “with speed and in 
order.” 

The delay at Tokyo may also 
cause postponement of the sur- 
render in Burma and at Singa- 
pore. 


Jap envoys are expected at Ran- 
goon at first light tomorrow 
morning, but the actual signing 
may not take place until the 
Tokyo fomalities have been com- 
pleted 

Similarly, at Singapore, the Jap 


Radio says that preparations are 
now being made to hand over the 
port peacefully, but the final word 
is still awaited from the Japanese 
H.Q. in the southern region.

Living skeletons ten weeks ago,

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ROM the dusty photo- 

graph album of old 

unimportant memories 

comes a snapshot for 

today. The scene is 
an open-air meeting, with a 
preacher on a one-man plat- 
form leading half a dozen 
supporters in a once-popular 
hymn. They are singing 
“Count your many blessings, 
name them one by one,” and 
a tattered onlooker turns 
away with a disgusted snort. 
“Luv a duck!” he exclaims. 
“That won't take me long. 
‘Cos why? ‘Cos I ain’t got 
none to count! ” 

The worst of these memory 
albums is that they cannot be 
opened just at will. They 
snap to the spring of some 
accidental reminder. 

This one opened to me at 
the particular page when I 
heard a man outside his 
favourite “local” — which 
bore a window-sign inscribed: 
“Closed. No beer ”’—make 
bitter comment. 

“ No beer! ” he said. “ No fags! 
Half the marmalade gone—from 
breakfast with no bacon or eggs! 
No houses! Less clothes! No 
hopes of a cut in the perishing 
income tax. Makes you wonder 
who won the war, doesn’t it, 
chum? ” 

It might do. But on the other 
side of the globe the sullen 
Japanese are awaiting the arrival 
of MacArthur’s men in Tokyo 
this week, and within a few 
hours’ flight from our shores the 
would-be Herrenvolk of Europe 
are dismantling the guns with 
which they sought to dominate 
the world. 

Perhaps, after all, we have 
some blessings still to count, 
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OU will be disappointed 

Yi from this opening, 

you expect me to preach 

a sermon of content. For nothing 
is further from my mind. 

Nobody in his senses can be 
contented with things as they 
are, and America’s abrupt ending 
of Lend-Lease can only make it 
harder for us to change them for 
the better. 

President Truman was under 
pledge to Congress to stop Lend- 
Lease when the war ended. The 
shock to this country lies in the 
fact that he has done so without 
giving us much warning or “ talk- 
ing it over.” 

This leaves us—to quote Mr 


Attlee — in “a very serious 
financial position,” but the latest 
news tends to confirm Mr. 


Churchill’s belief that we have 
not heard the last word from the 
United States. 

Some friendly arrangement tor 
the gradiWal reduction of Ameri- 
can supplies, rather than an 
immediate return to cash and 


credit business can be confidently 
expected. 

But from now on it is clear that 
we shall have to restore our own 
economy by our own efforts.

HE plain, unpalatable 

I truth remains that we 

have a rough winter 

ahead of us and an indeterminate 

sentence of hard labour to serve 
after that. 

It is right to warn us of this; 
sensible to ask us to work whole- 
heartedly for the common good. 
But wrong to cause needless de- 
pression; foolish to withhold 
reasonable encouragement. 

Consider, for instance, the 
marked difference between the 
announcement that, even with in- 
creased production, the shops 
would have no extra clothing to 
Sell for at least eight months and 
the comforting “ afterthought ” 
that we have had the last cut in 
coupons and can look forward to 
better supplies some time next 
year. 

The first bit of bad news was 
badly taken and provoked a 
storm of indignant “ Why’s.” The 
afterthought calmed the storm 
and the splendid British house- 
wife, albeit with a groan, got 
ready to turn her pre-war skirt 
yet once again or to sew another 
patch into her “old man’s” 
shabby coat. 

It is a mistake—believe me, a 
serious mistake—to dismiss any 
reasonable public demand at this 
time with a curt refusal or a 
blunt, “It can’t be done! ” 

Mr. Isaacs found that out when 
he said, prematurely, that there 
was to be no speed-up in de- 
mobilisation. For there has been, 
there will be, there must be, Or 
forty million Englishmen will 
know the reason why.

ATURALLY, I was faintly 

N amused to learn that Mr. 

Jack Lawson, Secretary 
of State for War, attaches so 
much importance to giving the 
troops full information about de- 
mobilisation objectives. 

For they certainly have not 
been given it hitherto though, 
week after week, “The People” 
has insisted that the worst thing 
for discipline and morale is to 
leave men in the dark about the 
date of their release from the 
Forces. 

Mr. Lawson, talking to an 
anxious crowd of private Mem- 
bers in the House, undertook to 
look into two other Service griev- 
ances which have been ventilated 
in these columns. 

He is determined not to leave 
large numbers of men “ doing no- 
thing in uniform and becoming 
‘browned off'” and he is most 
anxious for human understand- 
ing and personal sympathy to be

This will not mean any slowing 
down in the rate of release, how- 
ever. The Minister of Labour 
has repeated his promise that at 
least 900,000 men and _ 100,000 
women will “get their tickets ” 
this year, not counting another 
100,000 Class B releases for 
priority civilian employment.

O my mind the most 
T encouraging develop- 
ment in this Priority 
Problem Number One is the pub- 
lication of another 14 group re- 
lease dates for men and women, 
coupled with the official an- 
nouncement that 120,000 Service 
men and women were actually re- 
turned to civilian occupation in 
the first six weeks, and that 
month by month the numbers 
will progressively increase. 

Official figures of this sort 
should, I think, be published 
at regular and frequent intervals 
now that we have no enemy in 
the field to take advantage of the 
information. 

But, of course, it is impossible 
at present to foresee with any 
certainly how many British sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen will 
have to remain with the colours 
in the various war zones which 
we have undertaken to police. 

Japan in particular must be 
rigorously controlled. This task 
will fall chiefy to our American 
Allies, but it is vital to all the 
United Nations and to the cause 
of world peace that it be fulfilled. 

This week we shall see how the 
Japanese behave under Allied 
occupation. And I hope we may 
soon have news that in China, 


other Far Eastern theatre of war 
the enemy's unconditional sur- 
render has become an accomp- 
lished fact.

For the Japs 
have not been so obviously and 
thoroughly “licked” as the Ger- 
mans were. 

Their battle fleets were de- 
stroyed; their air strength shat- 
tered; their factories blasted to 
rubble; and their soldiers exter- 
minated in battle after battle. 

But they never came thronging 
into Allied prison cages. They 
did not see, as we could see, that 
their total defeat was inevitable 
with or without Russia’s entry 
into the war, with or without the 
Atom Bomb.

E must hope that 
General MacArthur will 
stand no nonsense from 
any militarist faction in Japan 
and that, in the course of the 
next few months, the meaning of 
total defeat will be brought home 
to the ignorant Japanese people. 
Meanwhile we ourselves should 
“lose face ” both with our friends 
and enemies were we to shirk any 
of those heavy responsibilities 
which go with victory. 
Nevertheless, I do not feel satis- 
fied that the Government has yet 
put its foot firmly on the de- 
mobilisation accelerator. After 
all, America has shipped a mil- 
lion doughboys home already,

specialists should be able to get 
back to Civvy Street before they 
do. 

All the same, the needs of the 
community remain in peace, as 
in war, more important than the 
claims of the individual. Full 
employment is the nation's policy, 
and the key to its success is—the 
key worker; the builder, the fitter, 
the specialist so urgently in 
demand for the change-over of 
our whole industrial machine. 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan has just 
painted a truly “shocking” 
picture of the pre-fabricated 
housing muddle which he is 
called upon to clear up. There 
should have been 9,000 pre- 
fabricated houses already erected 
when he took office, but actually 
there were only 1,900! 

And of the 50,000 aluminium 
houses promised by the late Gov- 
ernment with such a blare of 
publicity few, if anv, have vet 
become homes for people to live 
in. 

Looked at from this angle, the 
case for the rush release of 
builders and kindred workers be- 
comes unanswerable. Thousands 
have refused to take Class B 
releases because, by waiting their 
normal turns, they may escape 
direction to jobs away from their 
homes. 

Who can doubt, therefore, that 
something should be done, and 
done at once, to hurry the key 
workers back to their jobs. Rigid 
release percentages may have to 
go by the board, but no plan on 
earth is worth saving intact just 
for the sake of the plan. 

The purpose always matters 
more than the process. The Gov- 
ernment is urging us to take our 
coats off and go all out for 
reconstruction. Very good: Let 
it give us the tools and the experts 
who can use them, and we will 
finish the job.

WISH there were room to 
j talk over other items of the 
past week’s news which are 
important to you and me. But 
I must limit myself to brief com- 
ment on two of them: the Sup- 
plies and Services (Transitional 
Powers) Bill and the report of 
Mr. John Morris’s Committee on 
house prices. 

The new Bill, if it becomes law, 
will give the Government power 
to control the price of almost any 
commodity and to regulate sup- 
plies of industrial materials. 
Aiso to continue the direction of 
labour where itg deems it 
necessary ! , 

These powers are wide and 
Parliament should watch the 
exercise of them with the utmost 
vigilance. For the moment, how- 
ever, all I kave to say is that, as 
regards prices and supplies, 
people like you and me have more 
to fear from lack of control than 
from its extension. 

For the national cupboard is 
poorly stocked and nothing but 
control will insure a fair share- 
out at a fair price of its available 
contents. 

The Morris Committee’s Report 
gives striking illustration of this 
truth. For house prices have not 
been controlled, and you all know 
that they have simply soared out 
of reach in consequence, 

The Committee now proposes, 
broadly, that they should be con- 
trolled at not more than 50 per 
cent. above 1939 values, and this 
Government may implement the 
recommendation instead of put- 
ting it into cold storage. 

I leave it to you to decide 
whether the country would have 
been better or worse off today 
had the price of house property 
been strictly controlled from the 
day that war was declared.

fourth-floor flat on the opposite 
side of the street!

“Every detail of the crime had 
been carried out exactly as 
Krantzer had foreseen....and he 
had not lived in his own one-room 
flatlet for those three months— 
neither had anyone else! 

“Yes....it was a great pity the 
blitz of 1940 onwards killed that 
story,” went on the C.I.D. man, 
“because a special panel of 
mental experts did their best to 
secure the release of Hans 
Krantzer to examine him at their 
leisure. 

“Some of them claimed that 
he was possessed of weirdly 
unusual psychic power, but 
others said it was just plain fore- 
sight and left it at that! 

“But if some popular novelist, 
writing crime stuff, dished out a 
story like that, with all the trim- 
mings, why—nobody would ever 
buy any more of his books. They'd 
laugh at him!”

ThexVengeance* Of 
Oriental Despots 


‘Although I could name many 
‘sinister ” pearls, “unlucky ” 
diamonds and emeralds which 
are said to carry a chain of mis- 
fortune with them, I can scarcely 
think of any ruby of ilb-repute. 

While every woman who has 
ever gazed longingly into a 
jeweller’s shop window can tell 
you that the ruby is a ned trans- 
parent gem and the sapphire is 
blue, comparatively few outside 
the trade know that the two 
stones belong to the same family. 

In olden days, and for that 
matter until quite recently, the 
ruling princes of the nations in 
whose territories gems were 
customarily found invariably 
claimed all the stones over a cer- 
tain size as their perquisige, and 
the finders had to swrrender 
them to appointed officers. 

Terrible was the fate of the 
man who attempted to defy this 
ruling and was found out, for 
Oriental despots are not squeam- 
ish in meting out vengeance. 

But even today a ruby can be 
bought too dearly, for, as I re- 
member, back along the trail to 
my days in the East Indies I 
come to the name of Tony Elton.

HITLER’S SECRET LIST 


T was only two days ago I 
had proof of what I have 
long assumed was true—that my 
name was among the first on the 
list of those facing execution on 
the day that Hitler arrived to 
dictate terms in Buckingham 
Palace. 

An American colonel, who has 
been going through the Goebbels 
records, told me that he found 
“ Hannen Swaffer” among some 
scores of names of those who 
were to be put up against the 
wall ° 

I learn that it was Von Kries, 
the London correspondent of the 
“ Volkischer Beobachter,” who 
drew up the list of Hitler’s in- 
tended victims. 

Von Kries was one of the Nazis’ 
master-spies. He was killed in 
Berlin by a RAF bomb. 

Another document was found 
by the American colonel—one 
containing the names of Britain's 
potential quislings. My friend 
would not quote any of these, for, 
as some were, of course, mere 
guesses on Goebbels’ part, doing 
so would be grossly libellous. But 
I think I know at least one or 
two of them. Several, I hazard, 
were recently membérs of the 
House of Commons.
